Nearly 30,500 acres of peas will be 
harvested in the state this year nnder 
favorable labor conditions. 


The inquiry has shown 
that the 


peas, although planted over a four 
week's period, might 
ripen 
within 


three days under certain weather con- 
ditions. 'The result is that laborers, 
most of whom are women and girls, 
are compelled to spend long hoi'rs 
in the canneries or else about three- 
fourts of the crop will be 
lost. The 


new child labor law forbids work by 
girls more than ten hours in the clay- 
time or eight hours at night, and the 
owners were face to face with a huge 
monetary loss unless something were 
done to relieve the labor situation. 
The industrial 
commission told the 


canners it was powerless to grant re- 
lief, and that nothing could be done 
in that, respect until the next legis- 
lature meets, when amendments will 
be proposed to remove the handicap 
on the industry. 
In an ordinary season' each factory 


can care for from, 300 to SOO acres of 
peas. In three cases discovered, over 
SOfl acres had been planted and the 
fatcories were in no position to han- 
dle ttie crop without working all the 
laborers for long hours daily. A large 
number of young people are employed 
iu the industry.

County Highway 
Repair Fund Aug- 


mented by $3,120—Draft for 


Amount Received Today. 


Rock county's share of the automo- 


bile and motorcycle license fees, ac- 
cording to the terms of the law passed 
at the last session of the legislature, 
is $3,120.64, 
anil a 
draft 
for 
that 


amount was received by the county 
treasurer 
today. 
This 
money, the 


law says, shall be added to the high- 
way repair fund 
oC the county, and 


shall be spent in such manner as the 
county board shall determine on roads 
outside of the limits ot incorporated 
cities and villages. 


After ihe cost oi: collecting the fees 


and otherwise administering the law 
has been deducted, the county is giv- 
en three-fourths ot the fees which are 
paid by persons residing in the county 
who took out licenses. Tbe other one- 
fourth goes into the. state highway 
fund. 


It is evident [rora the amount re- 


ceived by the treasurer 
that there 


are between 700 ami 800 
licensed 


motor vehicles in Bock county. The 
amount which will annually be contrib- 
uted to the repair fund 
will conse- 


quently be considerable and will not 
tend to decrease from year to year. 
This is the first year that the law has 
been in operation. Payment is madu 
to the various counties as 
soon as 


possible after the close of the fiscal 
year,. 


The county treasurer also received 


a draft for $100.4C as the state's share 
for building a bridge in the town of

WEST SEEKS RELIEF 


FOR TWINE SHORTAGE 


Agents Visit East To Secure Surplus 


in Retailer's Hands—Carload 


Shipped From Janesville. 


Serious shortage of twine is being 


experienced in the west and north-west 
and agents have been sent to several 
point in the middle-west to buy up all 
the surplus stock in the hands of re- 
tailers. Orders have been received by 
dealers in this city and one is known 
to have shipped a carload. The short- 
age is the result of the general bumper 
crop and the failure of the dealers to 
lay in more than a normal supply. The 
price of twine has risen throughout 
the country and in some 
parts of 


Minnesota as much as 18% cents, 
a 


pound is being paid. Twine mills are 
reported to be running twenty-four 
hours a day with three shifts of work- 
men in order to catch up with the de- 
mand. 


Janesville twine dealers do not anti- 


cipate that any shortage of twine will 
develop in this section. The harvest 
of small grain is well under way and 
most of the farmers have laid in a full 
supply. 
The demand here too, has 


been exceptional, and for the same rea- 
son as that in the west. 
H a short- 


age should occur, it will not material- 
ize before the corn harvest. A similar 
shortage of twine occurred about eight 
years ago and twine rose from 6 and 
S cents a pound .to 16 and IS cents. 


Generally optimistic reports are be- 


ing received from the harvest fields of 
Rock county. Oats is an extra heavy 
crop. Barley is an average good crop, 
but not quite equal in quality to that 
of last year. 
Corn promises well, and 


some fields are exceptional. In others 
the grub worm has done considerable 
damage. All small grain is well filled 
out and heavy. Tobacco is doing nice- 
ly and has not suffered any damage. 
Pastures have been good most 
i 


summer because of the abundance of 
rain, but the acreage is less than t'or- 
merely because of seedlngs dying out. 
This spring's seeding of clover is a 
fine stand.

of becoming a rich man." 
The other day I happened to be present at the family coun- 


cils of a certain young couple when the husband announced that 


ho had just received a raise of ten dollars a month. 


The little wife, who is an enthusiastic young person, clapped her hands 


like a child ana cried, "Oh Frederick, then we can have that nice apartment 
v/e wanted. That was just ten dollars a month more. I'll go around tomor- 
. 
. 
row and see if it is still vacant. 
Oh, say we may." 


At this prompt disposal of his hard-earned raise, 


Frederick, who is the common sense of the partnership, 
looked a trine dubious, but the enthusiastic little person 
was ready for him with a dozen advantages such as 
that the kitchen was cooler and more conveniently ar- 
ranged, and that the housoi was so near1 the river that 
they would be able to have a canoe and go out on the 
river hot summer evenings. This last bit of diplomacy 
was a telling stroke, and before I left Frederick was 
evidently considerably more than half persuaded. 


Now I have sometimes heard these same youn, 


people bewail -the fact that, although they realized the 
need of saving for a rainy day, they needed every cent 
of his salary to live on. Whether that was strictly 
true or not is an open question, but there is no question 
but that if they did live on that up to the time of the

your first advance in salary?

A young business woman who in the past six years has, worked up from 


ten to twenty dollars a week told me she found it just as hard to save on 
twenty as she 'did on ten, and that altogether slfe had not saved over a hun- 
dred dollars. Undoubtedly that girl had regarded each raise as an enlarge- 
ment of her spending power. 
Another girl who has worked about the same time and never earned 


more than eighteen dollars a week, has saved nearly a thousand dollars. 
"Each time 1 was advanced in salary," she said, "I saved half the raise. You 
see, I reckoned that if I could live on eight dollars a week I could certainly 
live on nine even if my salary had been raised to ten." 


NOT,- there are, to be sure, many people who can never enjoy the present 


because they are always saving and scrimping to an unnecessary degree for 


That "l think, is the very worst kind of extravagance, because it means 


wasting a perfectly good present for the sake o£ a future that may never 
conic 


But between these two extremes, there is, as always, a mean. And this 


time it is a golden mean in more than one sense.
